No doubt the production of the 
dairy herds of the state could be 
increased from twenty-five to for- 
ty per cent more quickly, by feed­ 
ing sufficiently well-balanced r a ­ 
tions, than by any other system 
except a combination of proper 
leeds, and the culling out of the 
low-producing cows. 
The proper 
t* eding of a dairy cow means, 
first, th a t the cow be fed ab un ­ 
dantly; second, at a medium to 
minimum cost; third, a balanced 
ration, eo th a t there is the least 
waste. 
The first principle— ab un ­ 
dantly— has more to do with the 
roughage than wtih the concen­ 
trates. A cow should receive every 
pound of bulk feed she will con- 
sume, and this feed should be of 
such a quality that she will con­ 
sume to the maximum of her ca­ 
pacity. 
To secure the maximum 
consumption, you m ust not only 
look to the quMity, but also to 
variety. 
More than one kind of 
hay or fodder, or better— one hay 
and some form of succulent feed 
I he ideal dairy roughage is all the 
I a sta re a cow cares to eat, supple­ 
m ented by some legume hay. 
If 
the pasture chances to be a ie- 
:ume, such as alfalfa 
or sweet 
lover, the hay with which to sup- 
ploment it, might be Sudan grass, 
cane o r something of a similar na­ 
ture. 
If the supplement part of 
the ration be corn or cane silage, 
it will be much better if the sup - 
1 
plem enting hay be a legume of, 
some kind. 
The roughage to m eet the re ­ 
quirem ent of cheapness, should be 
grown on the farm where it is 
needed for feeding, 
lf they have 
come through the feed dealer they 1 
are generuiy so high in price fh at i 
the dairym an does not feel that he 
can afto rd to feed them abundant- 
ly. 
lf sufficient of the proper 
home-grown roughages were fed 
to Hie dairy cows of the State of 
Texas, we ought to be able to 
m aintain our present average scale 
of production without the feeding 
of any concentrates at all. 
The 
rough feeds ure the cheap feed*, 
and if the production could be thus 
m aintained, 
the 
profits of 
our 
dairy husbandry would be greatly 
increased. 
Let us compare a to n ' 
of cowpea hay with a ton of bran, 
wh|fh is at the present price worth

under average conditions ought to
